Lisbon, July 
21.—(Special.)—The 
will in the estate of William Baggott, 
late of East Liverpool, was probated 
this morning and David Boyce 
and 
W. B. Hill qualified as executors, with 
$20,000 bond. 
The will leaves $200 to TillieBiels- 
fildt and the remainder of the estate 
to the widow unconditionally, except 
that she pays $300 toward the build­ 
ing fund of S t Stephen’s church, at 
East Liverpool. 
John Fox, who was one week ago 
sent to the Canton workhouse for 60 
days and sentenced to pay a fine of 
$25 and costs, had his sentence modi­ 
fied by the court’s orders, and that he 
spend but 30 days in the workhouse 
and pay his fine. 
Fox was guilty of 
assault and battery and his sentence 
was modified owing to the develop­ 
ment of facts which were not within 
the knowledge of the court when sen­ 
tence was passed. 
He is from East 
Liverpool. 
Mrs. Mary Owen, of East Liverpool, 
defendant in a divorce action prose­ 
cuted by Edward J. Owen, filed an ap­ 
plication for alimony to defend her 
suit Judge Hole ordered the plaintiff 
to pay her $50 down and $10 each 
week and in addition $12 a month rent 
for her. Owen owns a one-half inter­ 
est in the Hast Bind pottery, estimated 
at $25,000, and real estate valued at 
$2,500.

W a s h in g to n , July 21.—It was un­ 
derstood that the president and General 
Wood agreed on Sept. 15 as the time for 
holding the election in Cuba for dele­ 
gates to the constitutional convention 
that is to be called for the purpose of 
formulating a constitution for an inde­ 
pendent government for Cuba. 
It was hoped that the constitutional 
convention will be held before the end 
of the year, and, if possible, as early as 
Oct. 15. 
There was no doubt that any 
constitution which may be formulated

A t l a n t a, July 21.—Union and Con­ 
federate veterans attending the reunion 
of the Blue and Gray here engaged in 
recounting experiences of the war aud 
‘coming acquainted on a more amica­ 
ble basis than when they met during 
the battles around Atlanta in July, 1864. 
Many of them visited the battlefields 
during the day. 
A barbecue was given at Piedmont 
park, at which 5,000 persons were pres­ 
ent. 
The principal orators were General 
Albert D. Shaw, commander-in-chief of 
the G. A. R., and Governor Mount, of 
Indiana. 
The speech of General Shaw did not 
please General Gordon, who was pres­ 
ent against his physician’s orders, and 
for a time a reconciliation was forgot­ 
ten. 
General Shaw's speech was for 
the most part conciliatory in tone and 
was well received, yet his reference to 
the manner in which all memories of 
the great struggle should be blotted out 
in the families of the south was not re 
ceived with the favor hoped for.

THE CITY OF EAST LIVERPOOL. 


The meeting in fav or of local op tion, 
held at the First Presby terian church, 
was well attended. 
The sp eakers of 
the ev ening were Hon. John Cassidy , 
may or of Bellefontaine, and 
W. 
B. 
Wheeler, chief counsel for the anti-sa­ 
loon league. 
The op ening address was made by 
Mr. Cassidy , who was introduced by 
Dr. Crawford. Mr. Cassidy op ened his 
remarks by giv ing a history of 
the 
Dow law and said that the law gav e 
the council the right to p ass an ordi­ 
nance regulating the sale of liquor, 
or to p rohibit the keep ing of a p lace 
where it is sold, but it did not make 
the selling of liquor a crime. He said 
that an ordinance p rohibiting the keep ­ 
ing of a p lace where liquor , was sold 
at retail was p assed in Bellfontaine 
in 1889 and was rep ealed in 1897 . 
‘After the ordinance had been p ass­ 
ed, 
he said, “fiv e club rooms were 
started, but they didn’t last ov er six 
momhs, as the p rop rietors* soon found 
that the p eop le would not p atronize 
them and they died a natural death. 
They then started cold storage houses 
for the p urp ose 
of selling at whole­ 
sale and would sell one-quarter kegs 
of beer, as the rev enue law held that 
a one-quarter was a wholesale sale. 
The sup reme court decided that 
it 
was not the quantity sold that made 
a wholesale or retail sale, but the p ur­ 
p ose for which it was sold, and if the 
p arty p urchased a whole hogshead for 
his own consump tion it was a retail 
sale, and if he only p urchased a p int 
to sell it again it was a wholesale sale. 
After the decision of 
the 
sup reme 
court one or two arrests were made 
in Bellefontaine, 
p rosecutions 
fol­ 
lowed, and the second method to ev ade 
the law went out of business. Hav ing 
failed to succeed in any other way the 
liquor dealers started three drug stores 
and they flourished for a little while. 
The may or and marshall to o k no ac­ 
tion in regard to them and they blam­ 
ed the p resence o f the drug stores 
and the trade they were carry ing o n 
each other. 
Abo ut this time Judge 
p oncan Dow was elected to the bench 
:d our county . Pro secutio ns were en­ 
tered, and amo ng 
the prescriptio ns 
Presented in ev idence was o ne fo r 1 2 
cases of beer and ano ther fo r as much 
as necessary . There are do cto rs and 
doctors in ev ery co mmunity and 
we 
had some who did a flo urishing busi­ 
ness in p rescrip tions. Judg e Dow held 
that it is as incumbent o n the p hy si­ 
cian to show that the p rescrip tion had 
heen giv en in good faith and by the 
drilggist filled in good 
faith. 
After 
°ne or two p rosecutions 
tlie 
drug 
stores closed up and went ra t of busi­ 
ness.

He stated that the grocers and

Twelv e thousand conv icts 
in the last y ear, rum made v ictims of 
ov er 3,000 imbeciles and idiots, 3,000 
insane the fruits of the liquor traffic 
and 5,500 who receiv ed charity 
be­ 
cause they or those on whom they de­ 
p ended for sup p ort had sp ent their last 
nickel for strong drink; the 
actual 
cost to care for these rum-made p ub­ 
lic charges more than eats up ev ery 
dollar of rev enue we get 
from 
the 
traffic. 
We are asked where we will 
get 
the money to ip ake up for the 
$8 ,050 p aid by the saloons to this city . 
Your township trustees say that about 
nine-tenths of the money p aid to re­ 
liev e y our p oor is caused by the sa­ 
loon. 
Since January this is ov er $1,- 
100, and for the rest of the y ear will 
p robably be as 
much 
more. 
Nine- 
tenths of this would be about $1,9 00, 
a like sav ing is shown in no saloon 
towns any where. 
“The no saloon p olicy reduces also 
the p olice force from 40 to 50 p er cent. 
Here would be a sav ing of about $1, 
500. 
The added p rop erty v alue that 
would result from men owning their 
homes, who now p ay p ractically 
no 
tax es, because they hav e no homes, 
will help to make up the deficit. 
In 
Cambridge, Mass., this added 
v alua­ 
tion, due to the no saloon p olicy , en­ 
tirely offsets the rev enue formerly de­ 
riv ed from the iniquitous liquor busi­ 
ness. 
The decrease in the 
ex p ense 
of maintaining so many courts 
and 
p rosecution of crimes caused by the 
saloons, all go to wip e out the deficit 
from the standp oint of dollars 
and 
cents. As Carrol D. Wright say s, ’for 
ev ery dollar we get 
from this traf­ 
fic in rev enue it costs us in return 
$2 0.’ 
“Add to this what it will be worth 
to the drunkards’ homes, to the chil­ 
dren now hungry because the father 
drinks, to the heart broken mothers 
whose sons are just beginning to stag­ 
ger from the p ath of v irtue, to 
the 
homes without p ictures on» the walls 
or carp ets on the floors, because 
o f 
drink, and then, in the name o f Him 
who said, ‘Woe to the man who g iv - 
eth his neighbor drink.’ Vo te ag ainst 
the saloon and fo r y o ur ho me.”

THE CITY OF EAST LIVERPOOL. 


The meeting in favor of local option, 
beld at the First Presbyterian church, 
was well attended. 
The speakers of 
the evening were Hon. John Cassidy, 
mayor of Bellefontaine, and 
W. 
B. 
Wheeler, chief counsel for the anti-sa­ 
loon league. 
The opening address was made by 
Mr. Cassidy, who was introduced by 
Dr. Crawford. Mr. Cassidy opened his 
remarks by giving a history of 
the 
Dow law and said that the law gave 
the council the right to pass an ordi­ 
nance regulating the sale of liquor, 
or to prohibit the keeping of a place 
where it is sold, but it did not make 
the selling of liquor a crime. He said 
that an ordinance prohibiting the keep­ 
ing of a place where liquor , was sold 
at retail was passed in Bellfontaine 
in 1889 and was repealed in 1897. 
“After the ordinance had been pass­ 
ed, 
he said, “five club rooms were 
started, but they didn’t last over six 
months, as the proprietor^ soon found 
that the people would not patronize 
them and they died a natural death. 
They then started cold storage houses 
for the purpose 
of selling at whole­ 
sale and would sell one-quarter kegs 
of beer, as the revenue law held that 
a one-quarter was a wholesale sale. 
The supreme court decided that 
it 
was not the quantity sold that made 
a wholesale or retail sale, but the pur­ 
pose for which it was sold, and if the 
party purchased a whole hogshead for 
his own consumption it was a retail 
Bale, and if he only purchased a pint 
to sell it again it was a wholesale sale. 
After the decision of 
the 
supreme 
court one or two arrests were made 
in Bellefontaine, 
prosecutions 
fol­ 
lowed, and the second method to evade 
the law went out of business. Having 
failed to succeed in any other way the 
liquor dealers started three drug stores 
and they flourished for a little while. 
The mayor and marshall took no ac­ 
tion in regard to them and they blam­ 
ed the presence of the drug stores 
and the trade they were carrying on 
each other. 
About this time Judge 
Duncan Dow was elected to the bench 
in our county. Prosecutions were en­ 
tered, and among 
the prescriptions 
presented in evidence was one for 12 
cases of beer and another for as much 
as necessary. 
There are doctors and 
doctors in every community and 
we 
had some who did a flourishing busi­ 
ness in prescriptions. Judge Dow held 
that it is as incumbent on the physi­ 
cian to show that the prescription had 
been given in good faith and by the 
druggist filled in good 
faith. 
After 
one or two prosecutions 
the 
drug 
stores closed up and went cat of busi­ 
ness.

The speaker then spoke of his own 
election in Bellefontaine as a candi­ 
date on the Democratic ticket when 
the Republican majority is 4.600. He 
stated that he was elected on a straight 
dry and wet campaign issue. He then 
told how Bellefontaine came to repeal 
the ordinance, because one 
of 
the 
wards in the city went wet. He then 
went into the taxation business and 
stated that the tax levy in Bellefon­ 
taine in 1890 under a prohibition ordi­ 
nance was l l mills; in 1891 it 
was 
1 4 m i l l s ; in 1892 it was 20 4-10 mills, 
but this year the city issued bonds in 
the sum of $85,000 to get 
the 
car 
shops; in 1893 the tax levy was 13 
mills; in 1894, 12 1-10 mills; 1895, 13 
1-4 mills; 1896, 12 66-100 mills; 1897, 
12 56-100 mills. This was the last year 
of prohibition, and in 1898 when the 
tax levy should have been lower it was 
12 19-100, in 1899 13 mills, in 1900 13 
40-100 mills. 
Instead of lowering the 
taxes it increased them. 
He also called attention to the poor 
fund. In 1889, the year the anti-saloon 
ordinance was enacted, the levy was 
6-10 of a mill, after 
the 
ordinance 
had been passed the levy continually 
decreased until in 3892 no levy was 
made, as none was needed.

rate of drunkenness per 1,000 was 9. 
In Hartford with no saloon the rate 
was 26. With the saloon the rate was 
81. 
In Lynn with no saloon the rate 
was 117, with the saloon 315. 
In Sa­ 
lem with no saloon the rate was 36; 
with the saloon 140. 
“No city, state or nation can 
live 
half drunk and half sober, and it is 
high time for us to call a sudden halt 
in the tendency toward national drunk­ 
enness. 
“The saloon is also the source of 
other evils. Twelve thousand convicts 
in the last year, rum made victims of 
over 3,000 imbeciles and idiots, 3,000 
insane the fruits of the liquor traffic 
and 5,500 who received charity 
be­ 
cause they or those on whom they de­ 
pended for support had spent their last 
nickel for strong drink; the 
actual 
cost to care for these rum-made pub­ 
lic charges more than eats up every 
dollar of revenue we get 
from 
the 
traffic. We are asked where we will 
get 
the money to ipake up for the 
$8,050 paid by the saloons to this city. 
Your township trustees say that about 
i 
nine-tenths of the money paid to re­ 
lieve your poor is caused by the sa­ 
loon. 
Since January this is over $1,- 
100, and for the rest of the year will 
probably be as 
much 
more. 
Nine- 
tenths of this would be about $1,900, 
a like saving is shown in no saloon 
towns anywhere. 
“The no saloon policy reduces also 
the police force from 40 to 50 per cent. 
Here would be a saving of about $1, 
500. 
The added property value 
that 
would result from men owning their 
homes, who now pay practically 
no 
taxes, because they have no homes, 
will help to make up the deficit. 
In 
Cambridge, Mass., this added 
valua­ 
tion, due to the no saloon policy, en­ 
tirely offsets the revenue formerly de­ 
rived from the iniquitous liquor busi­ 
ness. 
The decrease in the 
expense 
of maintaining so many courts 
and 
prosecution of crimes caused by the 
saloons, all go to wipe out the deficit 
from the standpoint of dollars 
and 
cents. As Carrol D. W right says, ’for 
every dollar we get 
from this traf­ 
fic in revenue it costs us in return 
$20.’ 
“Add to this what it will be worth 
to the drunkards’ homes, to the chil­ 
dren now hungry because the father 
drinks, to the heart broken mothers 
whose sons are just beginning to stag­ 
ger from the path of virtue, to 
the 
homes without pictures on* the walls 
or carpets on the floors, because 
of 
drink, and then, in the name of Him 
who said, ‘Woe to the man who giv- 
eth his neighbor drink.’ Vote against 
the saloon and for your home.”

W. B. W heeler Made an Eloquent 
Plea and Spoke of Some 
Things In 


THE CITY OF EAST LIVERPOOL. 


The meeting in favor of local option, 
beld at the First Presbyterian church, 
Was well attended. 
The speakers of 
the evening were Hon. John Cassidy, 
mayor of Bellefontaine, and 
W. 
B. 
Wheeler, chief counsel for the anti-sa­ 
loon league. 
The opening address was made by 
Mr. Cassidy, who was introduced by 
Dr. Crawford. Mr. Cassidy opened his 
remarks by giving a history of 
the 
Dow law and said th at the law gave 
the council the right to pass an ordi­ 
nance regulating the sale of liquor, 
or to prohibit the keeping of a place 
where it is sold, but it did not make 
the selling of liquor a crime. He said 
that an ordinance prohibiting the keep­ 
ing of a place where liquor , was sold 
at retail was passed in Bellfontaine 
in 1889 and was repealed in 1897. - 
“After the ordinance had been pass 
ed,” he said, “five club rooms were 
started, but they didn’t last over six 
months, as the proprietors’ soon found 
that the people would not patronize 
them and they died a natural death 
They then started cold storage houses 
for the purpose 
of selling at whole 
sale and would sell one-quarter kegs 
of beer, as the revenue law held that 
a one-quarter was a wholesale sale 
The supreme court decided that 
was not the quantity sold that made 
a wholesale or retail sale, but the pur 
pose for which it was sold, and if the 
party purchased a whole hogshead for 
his own consumption it was a retail 
sale, and if he only purchased a pint 
to sell it again it was a wholesale sale 
After the decision of 
the 
supreme 
court one or two arrests were made 
in Bellefontaine, 
prosecutions 
fol­ 
lowed, and the second method to evade 
the law went out of business. Having 
failed to succeed in any other way the 
liquor dealers started three drug stores 
and they flourished for a little while. 
The mayor and m arshall took no ac­ 
tion in regard to them and they blam­ 
ed the presence of the drug stores 
and the trade they were carrying on 
each other. 
About this time Judge 
Duncan Dow was elected to the bench 
in our county. Prosecutions were en­ 
tered, and among 
the prescriptions 
presented in evidence was one for 12 
cases of beer and another for as much 
as necessary. There are doctors and 
doctors in every community and we 
had some who did a flourishing busi­ 
ness in prescriptions. Judge Dow held 
that it is as incumbent on the physi­ 
cian to show that the prescription had 
been given in good faith and by the 
druggist filled in good 
faith. 
After 
one or two prosecutions 
the 
drug 
stores closed up and went cat of busi­ 
ness. 
“We next had a class of people we 
called ‘boot leggers.’ 
I don’t know7 
*hat you would call them. They filled 
their pockets 
with 
half-pints 
and 
were walking saloons. They sold the 
stuff on the streets and on vacant lots, 
and the law didn’t prohibit their sell­ 
ing it. One fellow who was arrested 
bad in his pockets 24 one-half pints. 
Council then

ordinance 
making it disorderly conduct to sell 
liquor this "way, and they went out of 
business.

“On th e 11th o f th is mo n th th e state 
dep artmen t, co mmu n icated a brief mes­ 
sage askin g tidin gs o f Min ister Co n ger, 
in th e state dep artmen t co de. Min ister 
Wn u n derto o k to get th is in to Min ister 
Oo u ger’s bau ds, if h e were aliv e. 
He 
has su cceeded in do in g th is. 
Th is 
mo rn in g th e state dep artmen t receiv ed 
a telegram fro m Co n su l Gen eral Go o d- 
n o w, at Sh an gliai, say in g: 
« « « The gov ernor of Shan Tung informs 
me that he has receiv ed today a cipher 
message from Conger of the 18th.' 
“ A few miuutes later Minister Wu 
appeared at th e state department with a 
telegram from Taotai Sheng, dated the 
20th of J uly , which had been receiv ed 
by Minister Wu at 8:30 o’clock this 
morning, reading as follows: 
" ‘Your telegram was forwarded aud, 
a s requested, I send reply from the 
Tsnng Li Yamen as follows: “ Your 
telegram of the 15th day of this month 
(11th J uly ) receiv ed. The state depart­ 
ment telegram has been handed to Min­ 
ister Conger. Herewith is Minister Con­ 
ger's reply to the state department:” ’ 
“ ‘In British legation. Under contin­ 
ued shot and shell from Chinese troops 
<^uick relief can only prev ent general 
massacre.' ” 
This reply was in the state depart­ 
ment cipher and it is regarded by the 
state department as genuine, inasmuch 
a s forgeries seemj under the circum­ 
stance, impossible. 
The state department issued the fol­ 
lowing: 
“ The secretary of state receiv ed this 
morning a dispatch from Consul Fowler, 
at Che Foo, dated midnight, 19 th, say ­ 
ing a Shanghai paper of the 16th said all 
foreigners murdered. Fowler wired the 
gov ernor, demanding the truth. The 
■gov ernor replied that his courier left 
Fekinon 11th, and all then were safe, 
but Pekin East City had been carried by 
jrebels, with intent to kill.” 
The secretary of state receiv ed a 
telegram from Consul Fowler, at Che 
Foo, dated afternoon of the 20th, say ­ 
ing that he had receiv ed the following 
telegram from the gov ernor of Shan 
Tu ng, dated 10 o’clock: 
“ Receiv ed fly ing ex press from the 
Tsung Li Yamen forwardiug cy pher 
telegram dated J uly 18, fro m American 
minister at Pekiu , which I hav e tran s­ 
mitted and by which y ou will see th at 
newspaper accounts are entirely ru- 
amars.” 
The state department also has re- 
<3Ea«*9d a dispatch from Cousul Fowler, 
dalnd night, J uly 20» in which he com­ 
municated the following message, tele­ 
graphed to him that day by the gov ­ 
ernor of Shan Tung: 
“ I hav e iu st receiv ed defin ite in fo rma­ 
tion th at the v ario u s min isters in 
Pekin 
mre well, and the p ro p er Ch in ese au th o ri­ 
ties are dev isin g measu res fo r 
tbeir es* 
« ape an d p ro tectio n .” 
Th is message is sign ed by Yu an , th e 
gov ernor o f Sh an Tu u g. 
Secretary Hay ex plained h is reaso n s 
for placiug reliauce in th e au th en ticity 
of M mister Conger’s dispatch, say in g 
that it was a complete reply in code to 
the code message scu t to h im, an d th at 
its authenticity was v ouched for by 
th e 
tsung li v ain eu . 
“Of course,” said Sec­ 
retary Hay , “ I am aot omnipresent and 
may be fooled, but I cannot see how the 
Authenticity of Minister Conger's cable 
<an be Questioned.” 


Secretary Hfcy said he attached no 
sign ifican ce to th e u se o f th e wo rds 
“Ch in ese tro o p s” in th e message. Th ey 
did n o t, in in s o p in io n , mean th at th e 
Ch in ese go v ern men t tro o p s were besieg­ 
in g th e to rrtigu ers.

Co n su l Fo wler th at Gen eral Yu an Sbia 
Ki, go v ern o r o f Sh an Tu n g p ro v in ce, re 
p o rted th at th e Ch in ese au th o rities were 
do in g all in th eir p o wer to cu t do wn th e 
in su rrectio n is ex ceedin gly welco m in 
telligeu ce. 
It n o t o n ly co n firms tW* 
th eo ry o f th e state dep artmen t th at th e 
p o sitio n o f th e Ch in ese go v ern men t is 
co rrect, bu t it is assu med to in dicate 
th at Yu an Sh ia Kai (co rrect) h as th ro wn 
th e weigh t o f h is in flu en ce o n th e side 
o f th e go v ern men t. Tu an is co n sidered 
o n e o f th e ablest, if n o t th e ablest, gen ­ 
erals in Ch ma. He h as, acco rdin g to a 
statemen t made by Lo rd Ch arles Beres- 
fo rd to a p ro min en t state dep artmen t o f­ 
ficial wh en h e was h ere last fall, th e 
best drilled an d eq u ip p ed army in Ch in a 
u n der h is co mman d. 
Th e fact th at th e cablegram fro m 
Min ister Co n ger was giv en scan t cre­ 
den ce in Lo n do n o fficial circles h ad n o 
damp en in g effect u p o n o p timism o f th e 
admin istratio n o fficials, 
it was p o in ted 
o u t by o n e o f th e o fficials in terested, 
th at th e weigh t o f in tern atio n al ev i­ 
den ce in th e disp atch was in fav o r o f its 
gen u in en ess.

L in co ln, N eb., Ju ly 21.—W. J . Bry an 
gav e o u t th e fo llo win g in terv iew in re­ 
gard to th e situ atio n in Ch in a: 
“ Ev ery one deplores the destruction of life in 
China and is horrified at the barbarities prac­ 
ticed. Ev ery one believ e« that it is the duty of 
our gov ernment to protect the liv es and prop­ 
erty of American citizens residing in China 
and I hav e no doubt that the administration 
will do so. I also take it for granted that all 
American citizens w ill withdraw from China 
or take refuse in some seaport where they 
can be protected by American ships until the 
ex citement is ov er. 
“ if the Chinese gov ernment has tria? in good 
faith to protect our citizens, suitable punish­ 
ment for the guilty and reparation and indem­ 
nity for those who hav e suffered can be doubt­ 
less secured. If, upon inv estigation, it is found 
that the Chinese gov ernment has not acted in 
good faith, congress has power to deal with 
the matter. For sev eral y ears European na­ 
tions hav e been threatening to dismember 
China, and it is not straage that their design« 
should arouse a feeling of hostility toward for­ 
eigners. That feeling, howev er, ought not to 
he directed against American citizens, and 
will not be if our nation makes it known that 
it has nojiesire to grab land or to trespass upon 
the rights of China. 
“ A firm adherence to the American policy of 
J ustice and fair dealing will not only set an 
ex ample to other nations, but will giv e to our 
citizens residing in China the best promise of 
security . It w ill be better for our merchants 
in China to hav e it known that they seek trade 
only when trade is mutually adv antageous. It 
w ill be better for our missionaries to hav e it 
known that they are preaching the gospel of 
lov e and are not the forerunner of fleets and 


FOREIGNERS SAFE 
ON 19 TH OF J ULY. 


B elgia n Consul A nnounced W ord From 
Sheng—Fra nce Heard They W ere 
In Citing’s Pa la ee th e 9 th. 


B ru ssels, J uly 21.—The Belgium con­ 
sul at Shanghai sent the following dis­ 
patch under date of J uly 19: 
“ 8 heng (the administrator of tele­ 
graphs) announces that the foreigners 
at Pekin were safe and sound J uly 19. 
“ An imperial decree, dated J uly 16, 
orders the v iceroy of Tieu Tsin to ap­ 
praise the damage caused by the troubles 
and orders the local militia to repress 
the rebellion.” 
P aris , J uly 21.—The foreign office re- 
oeiv ed information 
from a 
Chinese 
source in which, howev er, reliance may 
be placed, that the foreign ministers at 
Pekin hav e uot been massacred. Ac­ 
cording to this information, on J uly 7 
the ministers were attacked and the le- 
gationsfbnrued, but the foreigners suc­ 
ceeded in crossing the city to Pnnce 
Chang’s palace, which was then barri­ 
caded, and the foreigners were holding 
their own up to the time the news left, 
J uly 9 . Since then nothing had beeu 
heard from Pckiu.

HAY ASKS FOR ACTION. 


Appeals to Powers to Hasten 
Troops to China. 


BUE 
TO 
MESSAGE OF 
CONGER. 


C ablegram Sent to Rem *? to IIM and 
Urge Endeavor For R elief—Ainu One to 
C oolidge— Commie A pparently Confirm 
Conger's Message. 


W a s h in g to n , July 21. — Secretary 
Hay has transmitted Minister Conger's 
cable to all oar ambassadors abroad and 
has instructed them to urge the respect­ 
ive governments to which they are ac 
credited to co-operate in the immediate 
relief of Pekin. 
A message was also sent by Secretary 
Long to Admiral Homey conveying the 
intelligence of the desperate situation 
in Pekin and iustrnctiug him *o “use 
and urge every possible endeavor for 
relief." This message, Secretary Long 
explained, meant for Admiral Homey to 
limiself “use" and “urge" upon the 
commanding officers of the other pow­ 
ers the ase of every endeavor for the 
relief of Pekin. Secretary Root sent a 
similar notification to Colonel Coolidge, 
the senior American officer ashore at 
Tien Tsin. This action was the result 
of the conference of Secretaries Hay, 
Long and Root. It was realized that 
the land and naval forces of the United 
States now in China coaid not single­ 
handed push on to Pekin, and the other 
powers accordingly were appealed to, 
OU the basis of Minister Conger’s mes­ 
sage, to co-operate for relief 
The following statement was given 
Cut at tho state department: 
“On the lith of this month the state 
department communicated a brief mes­ 
sage asking tidings of Minister Conger, 
In the state department code. Minister 
W a undertook to get this into Minister 
Conger's bauds, if he were alive. He 
has succeeded in doing this. 
This 
morning the state department received 
rn telegram from Consol General Good- 
now, at Shanghai, saying: 
“ ‘The governor of Shim Tong informs 
me that he has received today a cipher 
message from Conger of the 18th.' 
“A few minutes later Minister Wa 
appeared at the state department with a 
telegram from Taotai Sneng, dated the 
80th of July, which had been received 
by Minister Wa at 8:80 o'clock this 
morning, reading as follows: 
“ 'Tour telegram was forwarded and, 
as requested, I send reply from the 
Tsung Ll Yamen as follows: "Your 
telegram of the 16th day of this month 
(lith July) received. The state depart­ 
ment telegram has been handed to Min­ 
ister Gouger. Herewith is Minister Con­ 
ger's reply to the state department:"' 
“ ‘In British legation. Under contin 
mad shot and shell from Chinese troops 
4)uiok relief can only prevent general 
massacre.' '* 
This reply was in the state depart 
meat cipher and it is regarded by the 
atate department as gennine, inasmuch 
m forgeries seem] under the circum 
stance, impossible. 
The state department issued the fol 
lowing: 
“The secretary of state received this 
mornings dispatch from Consul Fowler, 
at Che Foo, dated midnight, 19th. say­ 
ing a Shanghai paper of the 16th said all 
foreigners murdered. Fowler wired the 
governor, demanding the troth. The 
governor replied that his coalier left 
Bakin on lith, and all then were safe, 
•but Pekin Bast City had been carried by 
rebels, with intent to kill." 
The secretary of state received a 
telegram from Consul Fowler, at Che 
Foo, dated afternoon of the 20th, say 
that he had received the following 
from the governor of Shan 
f, dated IO o’clock: 
dyed flying express from the 
Tsung I i Yamen forwarding cypher 
telegram dated July 18, from American 
minister at Pekin, which I have trans 
mitted and by which yon will see that 
newspaper accounts are entirely rn 
mon. * 
Che state department also has re 
eem d a dispatch from Consul Fowler, 
dtftad night. July 20, in which he com­ 
municated the following message, tele­ 
graphed to him that day by the gov 
aroar af Shan Tong: 
“I have iust received definite informa 
Mon that the various ministers in Pekin 
gre well, and the proper Chinese author! 
Mas are devising measures for their es 
cape and protection." 
This message is signed by Yuan, the 
governor of Slum Tung. 
Secretary Hay explained his reasons 
for placing reliance in the authenticity 
a f Min inter Conger’s dispatch, saying 
that it was a complete reply in code to 
the code message sent to him, and that 
Ate authenticity was vouched for by the 
timng Ii yamen. “Of course,’’ said Sec­ 
retary Hay, “I am aot omnipresent and 
may-be fooled, but I cannot see how the 
.authenticity of Minister Conger’s caille 
be Questioned.’’ 


Secretary Hhy said he atteohed no 
significance to the use of the words 
* 'Chinese troops" in the message. They 
did not, in hts opinion, mean that the 
Chinese government troops were besieg­ 
ing the tort*iguer8. He seemed to en­ 
tertain little doubt that the Chinese 
government itself was doing all in its 
power to suppress the Boxer insurrec­ 
tion. 
In this connection, the message from 
Consul Fowler that General Yuan Sbia 
Ki, governor of Shan Tang province, re 
Sorted that the Chinese authorities wert 
oing all in their power to cut down the 
insurrection is exceedingly welcom in­ 
telligence. It not only confirms t!#e 
theory of the state department that the 
position of the Chinese government is 
correct, but it is assumed to indicate 
that Yuan Shia Kai (correct)has thrown 
the weight of his influence on the side 
of the government. Tuan is considered 
one of the ablest, if not the ablest, gen­ 
erals in China. He has, according to a 
statement made by Lord Charles Beres­ 
ford to a prominent state department of­ 
ficial when he was here last fall, the 
best drilled and equipped army in China 
under his command. 
The fact that the cablegram from 
Minister Conger was given scant cre­ 
dence in London official circles had no 
dampening effect upon optimism of the 
administration officials. It was pointed 
oat by one of the officials interested, 
that the weight of international evi­ 
dence in the dispatch was in favor of its 
genuineness. 
Beside there were the 
several corroborative dispatches from 
Consul Goodnow a n d Consul Fowler. 
The fact that Minister Conger men­ 
tioned the bombardment of the British 
legation was considered good evidence 
that the d is p a tc h was written subse­ 
quent to the 6th, as the best informa­ 
tion here is that the bombardment of 
the legations d id not begin prior to that 
date. 


BRYAN’S OPINION 
OF CHINESE SITUATION. 


lf th e C h in le G overnm ent Is N ot Sin* 
cere. Congress Can Deal W ith 
th e M atter. 


L in c o ln , N e b ., July 21.—W . J. Bryan 
gave oat the following interview in re­ 
gard to the situation in China: 
“Every one deplores the destruction of life in 
Chins and is horrified s t the barbarities prac­ 
ticed. Every one l>elieves th at it is the duty of 
our government to protect the lives and prop­ 
erty of American citizens residing in Ohina 
and I have no doubt th at the administration 
will do so. I also take it for granted th at all 
American citizens will w ithdraw from Ohina 
or take refuse in some seaport where they 
can be protected by American shipt until the 
excitement is over. 
“If the Chinese government has trie# in good 
faith to protect our citizens, imitable punish­ 
m ent for the guilty and reparation and indem­ 
nity for those who have suffered can be doubt­ 
less secured. If, upon investigation, it is found 
that the Chinese government has not acted in 
good faith, congress has power to deal with 
the m atter. For several years European na­ 
tions have been threatening to dismember 
Ohina, and it is not strange that their design* 
should arouse a feeling of hostility toward for­ 
eigners. That feeling, however, ought not to 
be directed against American citizens, and 
will not be if onr nation makes it known that 
it has noblest™ to grab land or to trespass upon 
the rights of Ohina. 
“A firm adherence to the American policy of 
justice and fair dealing will not only set an 
example to other nations, but will give to our 
citizens residing in Ohina the beat promise of 
security. It will be better for our m erchants 
in Ohina to have it known that they seek trade 
only when trade is m utually advantageous. It 
will bs better for our missionaries to have it 
known that they ars preaching the gospel of 
love and are not the forerunner of fleets and 
armies.'' 
FOREIGNERS SAFE 
ON 19TH OF JULY. 


B elgian Consul A nnouneed W ord F ro m 
Sheng—France H eard T hey W ere 
In Cli lug's Palace th e 9th. 


Brussels, July 21.—The Belgium con­ 
sul at Shanghai sent the following dis­ 
patch under date of July 19: 
“Sheng (the administrator of tele­ 
graphs) announces that the foreigners 
at Pekin were safe and sound July 19. 
“An imperial decree, dated July 16, 
orders the viceroy of Tien Tsin to ap­ 
praise the damage caused by the troubles 
and orders the local militia to repress 
the rebellion." 
P aris, July 21.—The foreign office re­ 
ceived information 
from a Chinese 
source in which, however, reliance may 
be placed, that the foreign ministers at 
Pekin have not been massacred. Ac­ 
cording to this information, on July 7 
the ministers were attacked and the le- 
gationsfburned, but the foreigners suc­ 
ceeded in crossing the oily to Prince 
Chang's palace, which was then barri­ 
caded, and the foreigners were holding 
their own up to the time the news left, 
July 9. Since then nothing had been 
heard from Pekin.

A WITNESS WHO WAS WARNE!). 


Bald Jo h n Power* Told Him to Stand 
Cloner to E xecu tive B uilding—Men Cp- 
•tlrs W ere Going to “ Do th e W aive” 
F o r Goebel and O thers. 


W illiam M. Grosvenor Dead. 
N*w Y o r k , July 81.—Colonel Will­ 
iam M. Grosvenor, an editorial writer 
on the New York Tribune, died at his 
home im Englewood, N. Y. 


G eo r g eto w n, Ky., July 21.—Among 
the witnesses who testified in the trial 
of Caleb Powers, accused of participa­ 
tion in the Goebel assassination, was 
Miss Snuffer, of Williamsburg, who 
said that Powers told her Jan. 14 that 
before he would be robbed by the Demo­ 
crats he would kill the last one of them, 
at the Ame time exhibiting a pistol. 
She also read from a letter from Powers, 
sayings the mountaineers produced a 
good effect. 
Robert Noaks, a railroad conductor, 
said John and Caleb Powers and Chaa. 
Finley conferred with him in Novem­ 
ber, after the election, relative to bring­ 
ing amu d men to Frankfort at the time 
of t he meet in g of the state election lorn- 
mission board. They told him they want­ 
ed him to bring as many men as he could 
and that when thoy reached Frankfort 
they should act in such a manner as to give 
the governor a chance to call out the militia. 
The object wa* explained to the witness as an 
effort to intimidate tile election commission­ 
ers. Noaks told of being asked by Caleb Pow­ 
ers to get a company of militia composed of 
men who would flight. 
He also asked Noaks to get smokeless pow 
der cartridges. He secured a company and it 
was mustered in, by a man sent by Governor 
Bradley. Then Powers directed him to cap­ 
ture two trains and bring the company to 
Frankfort. 
C .arles Finley 
objected! 
and 
warned Noaks not to do that, and proposed to 
hire the trains. 
Asked if powers ever spoke to him about 
Goebel, he said yes. Powers, he said, declared- 
the contests would amount to nothing, and 
that when Goebel was dead no man in the 
state could bold the party together. 
Witness had another talk with th* prisoner’s 
brother, John Powers, who said: 
“This is a life and death struggle, but we in­ 
tend to hold our own, even if we have to kill 
some one." 
Further along the witness said in part: 
“Finley sent us the train from Louisville, 
which carried the men on Jan. 25. At Rich­ 
mond Culton got on the train and told us 
when we arrived in Frankfort we should say 
we were going to petition the legislature. I 
told the boys to carry their guns as naturally 
as if hunting and not in a military position. 
After we got there John Powers told me to 
stand closer to the executive building, as I 
might get hurt. He said: ‘Borne of our men 
are upstairs and when Goebel and those other 
fellows come in they are going to do the waive 
for them.' 
“I told him this must not be done. He told 
me to keep cool. I went back into the secre 
tary of state's office. Caleb Powers said: 'Bob 
I understand you have two men in your com­ 
p ear who would kill a man if you wanted 
them to do it.’ I told him I did not believe I 
had such a man and he mentioned Chsdwell 
and Jones. I told him I did not believe they 
were men of that kind. 
“That afternoon, when the men were being 
sent home, Caleb Powers again told me to keep 
ten or 12 of our beet men and to keep Chad well 
and Jones. We wore clothea with the uniforms 
under them. 
We were told by Powers to do 
this so we woald be ready for military ser­ 
vice. W. H. Culton told me I m ust keep six of 
my men under arms all the time. 
I went to 
Assistant A djutant General Dixon and told 
him I wanted to turn over my company, as I 
had become satisfied they were going to seat 
Goebel as governor and I did not want to 
serve under him. Dixon told me not to be dis­ 
couraged, as Goebel would not be governor. 
“I was tired and asked Powers how long this 
was going on. He said not much longer, as 
Goebel would ba killed and that would settle 
it. That morning I checked two large pistols 
and a rifle for Berry Howard. I saw Governor 
Taylor that morning. I went into his office 
and took my pistols off and put them into a 
book case. I pained some words with him at 
that time.”

L e x in g to n , Ky., July 21.—Governor 
Beckham was nominated by the Demo­ 
cratic state convention for governor of 
Kentucky by acclamation. 
After the names of Judge Black, oi 
Barboursville, and Jndge Tarvin, of 
Newport, were placed in nomination a 
roll call of the convention was began. 
When McLean county was reached 
Beckham bad the 547 votes necessary to 
nominate. Then Black’! and Tarvin’ 
names were withdrawn and the latte 
moved that the nomination of Beck­ 
ham be Unanimous. The motion car­ 
ried and Beckham was escorted to the 
platform,"where he made his speech of 
acceptance. 
The platform endorses and pledges 
the Kentucky Democracy to the support 
of the Kansas .City platfcrm. 
The amendment of the Goebel elec­ 
tion law is favored, and until that time, 
representation bv Republicans on elec­ 


tion boards is declared for* 
The actions of Governor Taylor and 
other Republicans preceding and after 
the Goebel assassination are condemned 
in striking la n g u a g e ; also the failure of 
Taylor to a n s w e r to the indictment 
brought against him. 


CHINESE KILLED 
THEIR OWN WOMEN. 


To Keep Them Out of H arlan*’ Hands. 
Losses of Allies Over 1,000—Cow­ 
ardice of French. 


L ondon, Ju ly 21.—The Daily Express 
received the following from Tien Tsin, 
dated July 18: 
•‘The casualties of the allies in the three days’ 
fighting before the native city of Tien Tsin ex­ 
ceeded 1,000. It is now certain that there were 
several Russians and Frenchmen fighting on 
the Chinese side. The Chinese killed their 
own women wholesale to prevent them falling 
into the hands of the Russians. 
“Yesterday the whole native city was in 
flames, and the stench of the burning thou­ 
sands of corps** was unspeakably horrible. 
“Amoug the incidents of the fighting on July 
18 was the precipitate (light of 500 French 
troops from Annam. They had been ordered 
to hold an important front, but, on being 
charged by tho Chinese with bayonets, the en 
tire detachment bolted, panic stricken. 
■ “The Hussions killed all the Chinese wounded 
in revenge for the Pekin massacre." 
TO GET LUNTO PEKIN. 


It W as Understood T hat W ashington Of­ 
ficials W ill Do All In T heir 
Power, 


W a sh in g to n, July 21—Secretary of 
War Root was asked, after he had had 
two conferences with the secretary of 
state and several with Adjutant General 
Corbin, as to the probable effect the 
Conger dispatch would nave on the mili­ 
tary situation. He said it was impossi­ 
ble just now to say definitely whether 
increased haste in throwing military 
forces into China might not aggravate 
rather than uelp matters. That has net 
yet been determined by this govern­ 
ment, but the policy of the admiuistra 
tion would be to do everything possible 
to aid the friendly Chinese officials. He 
made the positive statement that no 
more troops have been ordered for Chi­ 
nese service. Although the secretary 
did not say so, it is understood that the 
officials here will use all efforts to get 
Li Hung Chang into Pekin as soon as 
possible. 
Secretary Root said it was evident 
from the tone of the Conger dispatch 
that the Chinese government had been 
sincere and had been protecting the 
ministers. The first thing now was to 
co-operate in every possible way with 
the friendly Chinese officials and aid 
them in their work.

W a s h in g t o n , July 
21. — Secretary 
Hay has transmitted Minister Conner’s 
cable to all oar ambassadors abroad and 
has instructed them to urge the respect 
ive governments to which they are ac 
credited to co-oi>erate in the immediate 
relief of Pekin. 
A message was also sent by Secretary 
Long to Admiral Ramey conveying the 
Intelligence of the desperate situation 
in Pekin and instructing him 
“use 
And urge every p< tssible endear or for 
relief.” This message, Secretary Long 
explained, meant for Admiral Ramey to 
himself “use” and “urge” upou the 
commanding officers of the other pow 
•rf the use of every endeavor for the 
relief of Pekin. Secretary Root sent a 
similar notification to Colonel Coolidge, 
th e senior American officer ashore at 
Tien Tsin. This action was the result 
-of the conference of Secretaries Hay, 
Long and Root. It was realized that 
the mud and naval forces of the United 
States now in China could not single 
handed push on to Pekin, aud the other 
powers accordingly were appealed to, 
oil the basis of Minister Conger's mew 
sage, to co operate for relief 
The following statement was given 
Out at tho state department: 
“On the lith of this month the state 
department communicated a brief men 
sage asking tidings of Minister Conger, 
in the state department code. Minister 
Wu undertook to get this into Minister 
Conger's bauds, if he were alive. He 
has succeeded in doing this. 
This 
morning the state department received 
a telegram from Consul General Good 
now, at Shanghai, saying: 
“ ‘The governor of Shan Tang informs 
me that he has received today a cipher 
message from Conger of the 18th.’ 
“ A few minutes later Minister Wn 
appeared at the state department with a 
telegram from Tao tai Sneng, dated the 
80th of July, which had been received 
by Minister Wn at 8:80 o'clock this 
morning, reacting as follows: 
•* 'Your telegram was forwarded and, 
as requested, I send reply from the 
Tfong I i Yamen as follows: “Your 
telegram of the 15th dav of this month 
(lith July) received. The state depart­ 
ment telegram has been handed to Min­ 
ister Gouger. Herewith is Minister Con 
jger’s reply to the state department:*' ’ 
“ 'In British legation. Under contin 
mod shot and shell from Chinese troops 
<3uick relief can only prevent general 
massacre.' '* 
This reply was in the state depart­ 
ment cipher and it is regarded by the 
state department as genuine, inasmuch 
a s forgeries seemj under the circum 
stance, impossible. 
The state department issued the fol­ 
lowing: 
“The secretary of state received this 
morning a dispatch from Consul Fowler, 
a t Che FOO, dated midnight, 19th. say­ 
ing a Shanghai paper of the 16th said all 
foreigners murdered. Fowler wired the 
governor, demanding the truth. The 
governor replied that his courier left 
.Pekin on lith, and all then were safe, 
‘but Pekin East City had been carried by 
rebels, with intent to kill.” 
The secretary of state received a 
'telegram from Consul Fowler, at Che 
Foo, dated afternoon of the 20th, say 
ing that he had received the following 
telegram from the governor of Shan 
Tang, dated IO o'clock: 
“Received flying express from the 
Tseng Ll Yamen forwarding cypher 
telegram dated July 18, from American 
minister at Pekiu, which I have fcrans- 
nutted and by which you will see that 
newspaper accounts are entirely rn 
mara. ’ 
The state department also has re- 
QBtced a dispatch from Consul Fowler, 
dated night. July 20, in which he com­ 
municated the following message, tele­ 
graphed to him that day by the gov­ 
ernor of Shan Tung: 
“I have just received definite informa­ 
tion that the various ministers in Pekin 
.are well, and the proper Chinese authori­ 
ties are devising measures for their es­ 
cape and protection.” 
This message is signed by Yuan, the 
governor of Slum Tung. 
Secretary Hay explained his reasous 
for placing reliance in the authenticity 
o f M mister Conger’s dispatch, saying 
that it was a complete reply in code to 
the code message scut to him, and that 
Ate authenticity was vouched for by the 
tsnng Ii yamen. 
“Of course,” said Sec­ 
retary Hay, “ I am sot omnipresent and 
may be fooled, but I cannot see how the 
.authenticity of Minister Conger's caille 
be Questioned. ” 


Secretary Hhy said he attached no 
significance to the use of the words 
"Chinese troops” in the message. They 
did not, in Ins opinion, mean that the 
Chinese government troops were besieg­ 
ing the foreigners. He seemed to en­ 
tertain little doubt that the Chinese 
government itself was doing all in its 
power to suppress the Boxer insurrec­ 
tion. 
I ii this connection, the message from 
Consul Fowler that General Yuan JShia 
Ki, governor of Shan Tung province, re 
ported thut the Chinese authorities wert 
doing all iii their power to cut down the 
insurrection is exceedingly welcom in­ 
telligence. It not only confirms tW* 
theory of the state department that the 
position of the Chinese government is 
correct, but it is assumed to indicate 
that Yuan Shin Kai (correct) has thrown 
the weight of his influence on the side 
of the government. Tuan is considered 
one of the ablest, if not the ablest, gen­ 
erals in China. He has, according to a 
statement made by Lord Charles Beres 
ford to a prominent state department of­ 
ficial when he was here last fall, the 
best drilled and equipped army in China 
under his command. 
The fact that the cablegram from 
Minister Conger was giveu soant cre­ 
dence in London official circles had no 
dampening effect upon optimism of the 
administration officials. It was pointed 
out by one of the officials interested, 
that the weight of international evi­ 
dence iii the dispatch was in favor of its 
genuineness. 
Beside there were the 
several corroborative dispatches from 
Consul Good now mid Consul Fowler. 
The fact that Minister Conger men­ 
tioned the bombardment of tho British 
legation was considered good evidence 
that the dispatch was written subse­ 
quent to the 6th, as the best informa­ 
tion here is that the bombardment of 
the legations did not begin prior to that 
date.

BRYAN’S OPINION 
OF CHINESE SITUATION.

L in c o l n , N e b ., July 21.—W. J. Bryan 
gave out the following interview in re­ 
gard to the situation in China: 
“Every one deplores the destruction of life in 
China and is horrified at the barbarities prac­ 
ticed. Every one believes that it is the duty of 
our government to protect the lives and prop­ 
erty of American citizens residing in China 
and I have no doubt that the administration 
will do so. I also take it for granted that all 
American citizens w ill withdraw from China 
or take refuge in some seaport where they 
can be protected by American ships until the 
excitement Is over. 
“If the Chinese government has trie# in good 
faith to protect our citizens, snitable punish­ 
ment for the guilty and reparation and indem­ 
nity for those who have suffered can be doubt­ 
less secured. If, upon investigation, it is found 
that the Chinese government has not acted in 
good faith, congress has power to deal with 
the matter. For several years European na 
tions have been threatening to dismember 
China, and it is not strange that their design 
should arouse a feeling of hostility toward for 
signers. That feeling, however, ought not to 
be directed against American citizens, and 
will not be if our nation makes it known that 
it has nojdesire to grab land or to trespasa upon 
the rights of China. 
A firm adherence to the American policy of 
justice and fair dealing w ill not only set an 
example to other nations, but will give to our 
citizens residing in China the best promise of 
security. It will be better for our merchants 
in China to have it known that they seek trade 
only when trade is mutually advantageous. It 
will be better for our missionaries to have it 
known that they are preaching the gospel of 
love and are not the forerunner of fleets and 
armies."

FOREIGNERS SAFE 
ON 19TH OF JULY. 


B elgian Consul Announced W ord F ro m 
bhang—France Heard T hey W ere 
In Cli lug's Falaee the 9th. 


Brussels, July 21.—The Belgium con­ 
sul at S-uugkai sent the following dis­ 
patch under date of July 19: 
“Sheng (the administrator of tele­ 
graphs) announces that the foreigners 
at Pekin were safe and sound July 19. 
“ An imperial decree, dated July 16, 
orders the viceroy of Tien Tsin to ap­ 
praise the damage caused by the troubles 
and orders the local militia to repress 
the rebellion.” 
P a r is, July 21.—The foreign office re­ 
ceived information 
from a 
Chinese 
source in which, however, reliance may 
be placed, that the foreign ministers at 
Pekin have not been massacred. Ac­ 
cording to this information, on July 7 
the ministers were attacked and the Ie- 
gationsfburued, but the foreigners suc­ 
ceeded in crossing the oily to Prince 
Chang’s palace, which was then barri­ 
caded, and the foreigners were holding 
their own up to the time the news left, 
July 9. Since then nothing had been 
beard from Pekiu.

G e o r g e t o w n , Ky., July 21.—Among 
the witnesses who testified in the trial 
of Caleb Powers, accused of participa­ 
tion in the Goebel assassination, was 
Miss Snuffer, of Williamsburg, who 
said that Powers told her Jan. 14 that 
before he would be robbed by the Demo­ 
crats ho would kill the last one of them, 
at the shine time exhibiting a pistol. 
She also read from a letter from Powers, 
sayings the mountaineers prod iced a 
good effect. 
Robert Noaks, a railroad conductor, 
Raid John anti Caleb Powers and Chas. 
Finley conferred with him in Novem­ 
ber, after the election, relative to bring­ 
ing arm* ti men to Frankfort at the time 
of t he meet ing of the state election aom* 
mission board. They told him they want­ 
ed him to bring as many men as he could 
anti that when they reached Frankfort 
they nhould aet in Much A m anner as to give 
the governor a chance to call out the militia. 
The object wan explained to the witness as Hn 
effort to intim idate tile election commission­ 
ers. Noaks told of being asked by Caleb Pow­ 
ers to get a company of m ilitia composed of 
men who would flight. 
He also aiked Noaks to get smokeless pow 
der cartridges. He secured a company and it 
was m ustered in, by a man sent by Governor 
Bradley. Then Powers directed him to cap­ 
ture tw o trains and bring the company to 
Frankfort. 
C .arles 
Finley 
objected 
and 
warned Noaks not to do that, and proposed to 
hire the trains. 
Asked if powers ever spoke to him about 
Goebel, he said yes. Powers, he said, declared- 
the contests would am ount to nothing, and 
that when Goebel was dead no man in the 
state could hold the party together. 
Witness had another talk with th* prisoner’s 
brother, John Powers, who said: 
“This is a life and death struggle, but we in­ 
tend to hold our own, even if we have to kill 
some one." 
Further along the witness said in part: 
“Finley sent us the train from Louisville, 
which carried the m en on Jan. 25. At Rich­ 
mond Cutten got on the train and told us 
when we arrived in Frankfort we should say 
we were going to petition the legislature. I 
told the boys to carry their guns as naturally 
as if hunting and not in a military position. 
After we got there John Powers told me to 
stand closer to the executive building, aa I 
mikht get hurt. He said: ‘Borne of our men 
are upstairs and when Goebel and those other 
fellows come in they are going to do the waive 
for them.’ 
“I told him this must not be done. He told 
me to keep cool. I went back into the secre 
tary of state’s office. Caleb Powers said: ‘Bob 
I understand you have two men in your com 
parqr who would kill a man if you wanted 
them to do it.’ I told him I did not believe I 
had such a man and he mentioned Ohadwell 
and Jones. I told him I did not believe they 
were men of that kind 
“That afternoon, when the men were being 
sent home, Caleb Powers again told me to keep 
ten or 12 of our best men and to keep Chadwell 
and Jones. We wore clothes with the uniforms 
under them. 
We were told by Powers to do 
this so we would be ready for military aer 
vice. W. H. Chilton told me I must keep six of 
my men under arms all the time. 
I went to 
Assistant Adjutant General Dixon and told 
him I wanted to turn over my company, as 
had become satisfied they were going to seat 
Goebel as governor and I did not want to 
serve under him. Dixon told me not to be dis­ 
couraged, as Goebel would not be governor. 
“I was tired and asked Powers how long this 
going on. He said not mach longer, as

W a s h in g t o n , July 21—Secretary of 
War Root was asked, after he had had 
two conferences with the secretary of 
state and several with Adjutant General 
Corbin, as to the probable effect the 
Conger dispatch would nave on the mili­ 
tary situation. He said it was impossi 
ble just now to say definitely whether 
increased haste in throwing military 
forces into China might not aggravate 
rather than aelp matters. That has net 
yet been determined by this govern­ 
ment, but the policy of the admiuistra 
tion would be to do everything possible 
to aid the friendly Chinese officials. He 
made the positive statement that no 
more troops have been ordered for Chi­ 
nese service. Although the secretary 
did not say so, it is understood that the 
officials here will use all efforts to get 
Li Hung Chang into Pekin as soon as 
possible. 
Secretary Root said it was evident 
from the tone of the Conger dispatch 
that the Chinese government had been 
sincere and had been protecting the 
ministers. The first thing now was to 
co-operate in every possible way with 
the friendly Chinese officials and aid 
them in the>r work.

The goat will live

it. like every domestic anim al, will do 
best on good pasture, it will live and 
yield milk on astonishingly little fsod. 
The animal and its milk are almost 
entirely exempt from disease. 
The 
milk is more nutritious than that of the 
cow and agrees with stomachs that 
cow’s milk frequently offends. 
The 
animal requires only the cheapest kind 
of shelter, but it needs shelter from the 
storms and in winter.

Tile usefulness of ;lie- goat In clearing 
fcul lauds and the prolit ableness of the 
animal for its hair, skin aud even car­ 
cass are becoming pretty well under­ 
stood. 
But the goat is valuable as a 
dairy animal. 
If the cows, for in­ 
stance. are being used for supplying a 
city milk trade, the keeping of goats 
for tilt* home milk supply would be an 
excellent policy. 
The goat will live 
where a cow would starve, and, while 
It. like every domestic animal, will do 
best on good pasture, it will live and 
yield milk on astonishingly little food. 
The animal and its milk are almost 
entirely exempt from disease. 
The 
milk is more nutritious than that of the 
cow and agrees with stomachs that 
cow’s milk frequently offends. 
The 
animal requires only the cheapest kind 
of shelter, but it needs shelter from the 
storms and in winter, lf by reason of 
drought soiling Is necessary, leaves, 
vegetable refuse, peelings of the apple 
or potato, bread crusts or stale bread, 
if they are sweet and clean, will be all 
the feed that is needed. 
All goats, however, will not cat the 
same food, and the feeder will have to 
study the appetites of the individual 
animal. 
Frequent feeding and a va­ 
riety of food in winter will be found 
beneficial. 
Roots, oilmeal, oats, corn 
(of the latter in the whole state the 
goat Is very fond), are proper feed, es­ 
pecially for the milking goat. 
Rock 
Halt is greatly relished. The flavor of 
goat’s milk cannot be distinguished 
from that of cow’s milk if it Is proper­ 
ly cared for. Prom three to four pints 
a day is the average yield of a good 
milker. 
The milk is so rich and of 
such a character that in making pastry 
it will take the place of eggs.—Epito­ 
mise

Riva is both typical of destruction 
and of reproduction. But the latter at­ 
tribute was doubtless a later addition 
to the sum of his qualities. The orig­ 
inal conception of this deity was that 
of a power delighting In destruction, 
in the achievement of physical evil and 
wrong and in hurling death and deva* 
tatlon upon the people and their laad. 
He is represented In the sacred books 
of the Hindoos as 4,the terrible destroy­ 
er,** “the one who delights In the de­ 
struction of men.*’ But in all this there 
is no whisper as yet of any moral qual­ 
ities of evil. The conception is entirely 
one of physical power, used with the 
utmost 
malevolence 
and 
Injustice 
against men. 
Along with his principal wife, who 
Is variously called Devi, Durga, Urns 
and Kali, he is portrayed as the Incar­ 
nation of physical evil, wrong. Injus­ 
tice or misfortune. In the “Puranas" 
Siva is described as wandering about 
surrounded by ghosts and goblins. In­ 
ebriated, naked and with disheveled 
hair, covered with the ashes of a fu­ 
neral pile, ornamented with human 
skulls and bones, sometimes laughing 
and sometimes crying. Devi, his con­ 
sort. is represented with a hideous and 
a terrible countenance streaming with 
blood, encircled with snakes, hung 
round wit]) skulls aud human heads 
and in all respects resembling a fury 
rather tbs ti a goddess. The only pleas­ 
ure which Siva aud Devi feel is when 
their altars are drenched with blood, 
which, of course, could not be shed 
without the destruction of some form 
of life.—Westminster Review. 


N ew York, July 21.—The stock mar­ 
ket made a greater show of animation 
and strength than for some time past, 
Friday.

But the 
publication of the text of the message, 
which quickly followed, caused a chill to 
speculative sentiment, as it did to warmer 
sentim ents of hum anity throughout the world. 
The market did not relapse to the low level 
again and was held by the notable buoyancy 
in different portion* of the indu*trial list. 
Sugar was the central figure of the industrial 
m arket. 
O ther points of strength w ere th e (tobacco 
storks, on talk of a good forthcom ing state­ 
m ent, the New York public utilities on th* 
hope of defeating assessments under the new 
franchise tax law, the Leather stocks, the Rub 
ber stocks and People’s Gas. The Steel stocks 
were generally strong at advances of from I to 
2%, the argum ent being th a t the troebles in 
China would increase requirem ents for that 
product. There was a late advance in Lacka­ 
w anna of 
and in New Jersey C entral of Y%. 
The whole m arket turned dow nw ards in the 
late dealings when profit taking became evi­ 
dent in Hugar. That stock lost about 2 points 
and reactions in some other stocks extended 
from I to 2 points. The closing was thereby 
heavy and the net changes w ere reduced to 
fractions except in a few of the specialties 
mentioned. 
The foreign exchange m arket was strong 
and moved up \ cent, but the foreign ex­ 
change houses report th at Paris is still the 
point of greatest at traction for gold, and that 
th e next shipm ents will probably be made 
there instead of to London.

THE CITY OF EAST LIVERPOOL. 


The meeting in favor of local option, 
beld at the First Presbyterian church, 
was well attended. 
The speakers of 
the evening were Hon. John Cassidy, 
mayor of Bellefontaine, and 
W. 
B. 
Wheeler, chief counsel for the anti-sa­ 
loon league. 
The opening address was made by 
Mr. Cassidy, who was introduced by 
Dr. Crawford. Mr. Cassidy opened his 
remarks by giving a history of 
the 
Dow Jaw and said that the law gave 
the council the right to pass an ordi­ 
nance regulating the sale of liquor, 
or to prohibit the keeping of a place 
where it is sold, but it did not make 
the selling of liquor a crime. He said 
that an ordinance prohibiting the keep­ 
ing of a place where liquor was sold 
at retail was passed in Bellfontaine 
in 1889 and was repealed in 1897. 
“After the ordinance had been pass­ 
ed, 
he said, “five club rooms were 
started, but they didn’t last over six 
months, as the proprietors soon found 
that the people would not patronize 
them and they died a natural death 
They then started cold storage houses 
for the purpose 
of selling at whole­ 
sale and would sell one-quarter kegs 
of beer, as the revenue law held that 
a one-quarter was a wholesale sale. 
The supreme court decided that 
it 
was not the quantity sold that made 
a wholesale or retail sale, but the pur 
pose for which it was sold, and if the 
party purchased a whole hogshead for 
his own consumption it was a retail 


of Bellefontaine was 3,998 and in 1890 
was 4,245. 
In IO years the city had 
grown less than 300, and that with 
the open saloon the most of the time.

HAY ASKS FOR ACTION. 


Appeals to Powers to Hasten 
Troops to China. 


DUE

C onger's M essage. 


W a s h in g to n , July 21. — Secretary 
Hay bas transmitted Minister Conner’s 
cable to all our ambassadors abroad and 
has instructed them to urge the respect 
ive governments to which they are ac 
credited to co-o(>erat6 in the immediate 
relief of Pekin. 
A message was also sent by Secretary 
Long to Admiral Remey conveying the 
intelligence of the desperate situation 
in Pekin and instructing him *o “use 
and urge every possible endeavor for 
relief.” This message, Secretary Long 
explained, meant for Admiral Remey to 
himself “use” and “urge” upon the 
commanding officers of the other pow­ 
ers the use of every endeavor for the 
relief of Pekin. Secretary Root sent a 
similar notification to Colonel Coolidge, 
th e senior American officer ashore at 
Tien Tsin. This action was the result 
of the conference of Secretaries Hay, 
Long aud Root. It was realized that 
the land and naval forces of the United 
States now in Clinia could not single- 
handed push on to Pekin, aud the other 
powers accordingly were appealed to, 
on tho basis of Minister Conger’s mes­ 
sage, to co operate for relief 
The following statement was given 
out at tho state department: 
“On the lith of this mouth the state 
department communicated a brief mes­ 
sage asking tidings of Minister Conger, 
in the state department code. Minister 
Wu undertook to get this into Minister 
Conger’s bauds, if he were alive. He 
has succeeded iii doing this. 
This 
morning the state department received 
a telegram from Consul General Good 
now, at Shanghai, saying: 
“ ‘The governor of Shall Tung informs 
me that he has received today a cipher 
message from Conger of the 18th.' 
“ A few minutes later Minister Wa 
appeared at the state department with a 
telegram from Taotai Sheng, dated the 
20th of July, which had been received 
by Minister Wu at 8:30 o’clock this 
morning, reacting as follows: 
** ‘Your telegram was forwarded aud, 
as requested, I send reply from the 
Tiling I i Yamen as follows: “Your 
telegram of the 15th day of this month 
tilth July) received. The state depart 
anent telegram has been handed to Min­ 
ister Conger. Herewith is Minister Con 
jger’s reply to the state department:” ’ 
“ ‘In British legation. Under contin­ 
ued shot and shell from Chinese troops 
<^uick relief can only prevent general 
massacre.’ ” 
This reply was in the state depart 
anent cipher aud it is regarded by the 
alate department as genuine, inasmuch 
aul forgeries seem] under the circum 
stance, impossible. 
The state department issued the fol 
lowing: 
“The secretary of state received this 
morning a d istic h from Consul Fowler, 
a t Che Foe, dated midnight, 19th. say 
ing a ‘Shanghai paper of the IB th said all 
foreigners murdered. Fowler wired the 
governor, demanding the truth. The 
governor replied that his courier left 
Pekin on lith, aud all then were safe, 
bat Pekin East City had boon carried by 
^rebels, with intent to kill.” 
The secretary of state received a 
telegram from Consul Fowler, at Che 
Foo, dated afternoon of the 20th, say 
ing that he had received the following 
telegram from the governor of Shan 
Tung, dated IO o’clock: 
“ Received flying express from the 
Tsung Ll Yamen forwarding cvpher 
telegram dated July 18, from American 
minister at Pokiu, which I have trans­ 
mitted and by which you will see Mutt 
views imper accounts are entirely ru­ 
mours.” 
She state department also has re- 
Qc&umsd a dispatch from Consul Fowler, 
dahari night, July 20, in which he com­ 
municated the following message, tele­ 
graphed to him that day by the gov­ 
ernor of Shan Tung: 
“I have just received definite informa­ 
tion that the various ministers iii Pekin 
sure well, and the proper Chinese authori­ 
ties are devising measures for their es* 
•cape and protection.” 
This message is signed by Y uan. the 
governor of Slum Tung. 
Secretary Hay explained his reasons 
for placiug reliance in the authenticity 
of Minister Conger’s dispatch, saying 
that it was u complete reply in code to 
the code message rn ut to him, and that 
its authenticity was vouched for by the 
tsung Ii yameu. 
“Cf course,” said Sec­ 
retary Hay. “ I ain not omnipresent aud 
may be fooled, but I cannot see how the 
authenticity of Minister Conger’s cable 
be anestionnd, ” 


Secretary Hay said he attached no 
significance to the use of the words 
“Chinese troops” in the message. They 
did not, iii hts opinion, mean that the 
Chinese government troops were besieg­ 
ing the foreigners. 
He seemed to en­ 
tertain little doubt that the Chinese 
government itself was doing all in its 
power to suppress the Boxer insurrec­ 
tion. 
In this connection, the message from 
Consul Fowler that General Yuan Sbia 
Ki, governor of Shan Tung province, re 
ported that the Chinese authorities wert 
doing all iii their power to cut down the 
insurrection is exceedingly welcom iii 
telligeuce. It not only confirms the 
theory of the state department that the 
position of the Chinese government is 
correct, but it is assumed to indicate 
that Yuan Shia Kai (correct) has thrown 
the weight of his influence on the side 
of the government. Tuan is considered 
one of the ablest, if not the ablest, gen­ 
erals in China. 
He has, according to a 
statement made by Lord Charles Beres­ 
ford to a prominent state department of­ 
ficial when tie was here last fall, the 
best drilled and equipped army in China 
under his command. 
The fact that the cablegram from 
Minister Conger was given scant cre­ 
dence in London official circles hurl no 
dampening effect upon optimism of the 
administration officials. It was pointed 
out by one of the officials interested, 
that the weight of international evi­ 
dence in the dispatch was in favor of its 
genuineness. 
Beside there were the 
several corroborative dispatches from 
Consul Goodnow mid Consul Fowler. 
The fact that Munster Conger men­ 
tioned the bombardment of tho British 
legation was considered good evidence 
Mutt the dispatch was written subse­ 
quent to the Bfch, as the best informa­ 
tion here is that the bombardment of 
tho legations did not begin prior to that 
date.

"Every out* deplores the d e tra c tio n of life in 
China and In horrified a t th e barbarities prac­ 
ticed. Every one believe* th a t it ie the d u ty of 
our governm ent to protect the lives and prop­ 
erty of A m erican citizens residing in China 
and I have no doubt th a t the adm inistration 
will do so. I also take it for granted th a t al) 
Am erican citizens will w ithdraw from China 
or lake refuge in some seaport w here they 
ran br protected by A m erican nhips until the 
excitem ent in over. 
"If the Chinese governm ent has trie? In good 
faith to protect our citizens, suitable punish­ 
m ent for the guilty and reparation and indem ­ 
nity for those who have suffered can be doubt­ 
less secured. If, upon investigation, it is found 
th a t the Chinese governm ent has not acted in 
good faith, congress has power to deal w ith 
the m atter. For several years European na 
turns have been threatening to dism em ber 
China, and it is not straage th a t th eir designs 
should arouse a feeling of hostility tow ard for 
signers. That feeling, however, ought not to 
be directed against Am erican citizens, and 
will not be if our nation m akes it know n th a t 
it has nojiestre to grab land or to trespass upon 
the rights of China. 
"A finn adherence to the Am erican policy of 
jnstice and fair dealing will not only sa ta n 
exam ple to other nations, b u t will glee to our 
citizens residing in China the beat prom ise of 
r-uritv. It will be b etter for our m erchants 
in China to have it know n th a t they seek trade 
only when trade is m utually advantageous. It 
will be better for our m issionaries to have it 
known th at they are preaching the gospel of 
love and are not the forerunner of fleets and 
arm ies."

He said: ‘Home of our men 
are upstairs and when Goebel and those other 
fe llo w s come in they ar* going to do the waive 
for them .' 
"I told him this m ust not be done. He told 
me to keep cool. I went back into the secre 
tary of sta te’s office. Caleb Pow ers sa id : ‘Bob 
I understand you have two men in your com 
pat^r who would kill a man if you w anted 
them to do it.’ I told him I did not believe 
had such a man and he m entioned Ohadwell 
and Jones. I told him I did not believe they 
were men of th a t kind. 
"T h at afternoon, when the men were being 
•en t home, Caleb Powers again told me to keep 
ten or 12 of our hest men and to keep Chadwell 
and Jones. We wore clothes w ith the uniform s 
under them . 
We w ere told by Powers to do 
this so we would be ready for m ilitary err 
vice. 
W. H. Culton told me I m ust keep six of 
my men under arm s all th* tim e.

A ssistant A djutant G eneral Dixon and told 
him I w anted to turn over rn? company, a 
had become satisfied they were going to seat 
Goebel as governor and I did not w ant to 
serve under him. Dixon told me not to be dis 
cuuraged, as Goebel would not be governor. 
"I was tired and ask«*d Powers how long this 
w ss going on. He said not much longer, as 
Goebel would be killed and th at would settle 
it. T hat m orning I checked two large pistols 
and a rifle for Berry Howard 
I saw Governor 
Taj tor that morning. I w ent into his office 
and took my pistols off and put them into a 
book case. I passed some words w ith him at 
th at tim e."
